The application has been amended as follows:

In claim 64, line 3, the comma [,] after "fusion protein" has been deleted and -of claim 
16- has been inserted after "fusion protein". 

In claim 64, line 5, [preventing or] has been deleted. 
In claim 65, line 1, [preventing or] has been deleted. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
In the declaration submitted by Dr. John Nieland on December 30, 2003, the data clearly 
indicates that the instant fiision protein treats papillomavirus tumors. 

The requirement for the double negative language in claim 16 has been withdrawn 
because there is support in the disclosure on page 1, lines 7-8. On page 4, line 24 to page 5, line 
5, the specification defines and provides examples of what is intended by papillomavirus 
unspecific epitopes. While it is clearly evident that misformed papillomavirus epitopes that

cannot effectively induce the appropriate immune response are excluded, papillomavirus 
epitopes that are cross-reactive with other substances, are also excluded from the claims since 
any cross-reactivity would contradict the required papillomavirus specificity.
